TOILED FOR ENEMY.

When he is with his own 
entourage he has fits of crying. He 
is no longer allowed in t park but 
twice daily: from 11 to 3 o’clock he 
is permitted to walk for recreation 
in the railed garden between the 
east and west wings of the palace. 

“The regime of the imprisonment 
of Nicholas e applied also to all 
courtiers and servants: who are pris- 
oners.

Whittier College Gets a Most 
Generous Start.

WHITTIER, March 26.—Addison 
W. Naylor, president of the First 
National Bank of Berkeley, one of 
the substantial banking institutions 
on the Pacific Coast, has entered in- 
to the plans of the board of trustees 
of Whittier College with his char- 
acteristic energy and enthusiasm. 
He is giving the initial impetus to 
the $250,000 fund-raising cam 
for a Greater Whittier College by 
increasing his original subscription 
from $20,000 to $25,000.

000 in deposits. ay 

At the close of the first week of 
the fund-raising campaign much 
progress has been made. Head- 
quarters with the necessary office 
equipment, together with many as- 
sistants, have been established and 
the preliminary work for the or- 
ganization of the campaign is well 
in hand. The coming week will 
witness many committee meetings, 
at which time the well wishere and 
supporters to the Greater Whittier 
College idea will be given an op- 
portunity to assist in the great work 
that is to extend over a period of 
many weeks. 

For the purpose of conducting the 
campaign thé board of trustees ve 
engaged two experts for directing 
the fund-raising campaign work.

“BARRIER” BIG DRAMA. 


By Edwin Schallert 
So small a thing as a different 
viewpoint hag been sufficient to over- 


tory of a nation. A revolution in 
Russia and a new type of picture 
feature may spring from this same 
fundamental chance, and although 
the seed may differ the fruit is ever 
change. 
After miles of following the fa- 
miliar channel comes a drama of the 
screen—-oOr a melodrama, as you 
please—that has found the weak 
spot in the conventional banks, and, 
breaking through, has started on a 
course of its own. Whether the 
story of “The Barrier,” which had 
its first showing before a small 
open-day gathering of beholders yes- 
terday afternoon at Clune’s Audi- 
torium will be pleasing or displeas- 
ing to your taste—the result of a 
revolution may vary accordingly— 
one thing is certain that it leaves 
few questions to be asked of the 
supremacy of its carrying out of the 
narrative form. It is the first pic- 
ture of large size that has told its 
story with the sense of big suspense 
and a gathering of the forces of 
climaxing power, as we have them in 
the best sellers and dramatic novels 
of the day. 
A master of big red-blood situa- 
tions in the novel, Rex Beach, the 
author of “The Barrier” and its 
producer in film form, has seeming- 
ly brought all the energy of his 
technique and knowledge to this his 
first photodrama. He also brings 
the viewpoint of the story-writer. 
He does not spend his substance in 
the securing of startling moments 
early in his subject, but holds the 
beholder from situation to situation, 
leading gradually up to the big 
close, where climax comes fast upon 
climax in a battle of primitive feel- 
ings and passions, softened by the 
light of a renunciation love, that is 
fc as the snowlit background 
of the hills that signify the 
Far North.

PHYSICAL DEFECTS AND MILITARY 
TRAINING, 

Advantages of universal military training 
from a physical point of view are set forth 
by Lucien Howe, M.D., ophthalmic surgeon 
of the Buffalo General Hospital, and mem- 
ber of medical societies in Germany and 
England as well as America. He dwells 
upen the abnormal conditions now fostered 
by school life and which he is sure would 
be corrected in large part by military train- 
ing, namely, spinal curvature, near-sighted- 
ness and “slouchiness.” Out of twenty 
million school children in the United States, 
it is estimated by Prof. Wood of Columbia 
“University that fifteen millions “have phys- 
ical imperfections sufficiently severe to re 
quire attention.” After referring to the in- 
adequate efforts in schools and elsewhere 
to arrest this gradual deterioration,” Dr.

William Mead, representing the 
Chamber of Commerce committee.

Mr. Brent stated his main object 
was to listen and obtain information.

The speaker explained the gov- 
ernment has on hand $50,000,000 for 
use in aiding an increase in tonnage 
of American vessels.
